DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regards to independent claims 1 and 17, the prior art found does not teach 
"from the displayed selected region in the expanded size, detecting a request to display 
a second region of the plurality of regions of the content page and determining which of 
the plurality of regions is the second region, the second region having been displayed in 
the thumbnail and excluded from the selected region displayed in the expanded size; in 
response to after detecting the request to display the second region that is excluded 
from the selected region and determining which of the plurality of regions is the second 
region, temporarily re-displaying the thumbnail on the display, wherein the temporarily 
displayed thumbnail now highlights the newly selected second region when the 
thumbnail reappears," in combination with all of the other claim limitations.
